When the body 
turns, let us say to the right, a number 
of times the fluid in the canals finally 
starts flowing in that direction and then 
the flow keeps up for a little while after 
the body has stopped turning. The flow 
causes the eyes to turn to the right. It 
sets up a reverse sensation of turning 
in the opposite direction, which is called 
vertigo. Ps

the right you will notice that the water
